Panl. the other mem- 
bers, said they oxpi-ciod to Icavn witli 
In a wi .■!< or liMi duvK for Mexico. N'ot- 
witlislamllun tho dissolution of th 
commission they expressed them- 
selves as pleased with the withdrawal 
of the Amerlean troops, the main oii- 
Icct of Carransa in sending them here 
would be Bohleved. 

ronthmanre UseleMi 

Twice General Carran/.a has refused 
to ratify the protocol signed at Atlan- 
tic City, N. J., in which conditions for 
the withdrawal of troops had been 
made, and that refusal the Americans 
construed as Indicative of what might 
b(! expected If the conferences were 
continued. 

The Mexicans expressed regret that 
the conferences had been brought to 
nn end, but they, too, admitted that u 
further disenssion Appeared useless 
and no effort wal made to have them 
irolr.nced. 

It was intimated to the Mexicans 
that when General Pershing's troops 
are taken out of Mexico it wonld be 
when It appeared evident that bandits 
were not menacing the northern bor- 
der of Chihuahua, the essential condi- 
tion in the proctocoi Carranza refused 
to ratify.

As the flrst step in enlarging the 
scape of the hearings, the committee 
subpoenaed J. P. Morgan, H. P. Davl- 
K(n, K. A. Vanderllp, Artliur Mpper, 
Sol C. Wezler and J. .1. S. Bache, New 
York financiers. 

Vying in interest with the summon- 
ing of the flnanoiers wm the disap- 
pearance of Mrs. Ruth Thomason Vis- 
contl, who said Thomas W. Lawson 
told him Secretary Tumulty "and oili- 
eru" luid profited in tlie stock market 
by tlie leak and that William W. Price, 
one of the White House correspond- 
ents had acted as the "go-between" In 
th,< affair and received fS.OOO for his 
work. Sergeant-at-Arms Gordon and 
several ussistantH tried in vain to find 
Mrs. Visconti. Mr. Lawson expressed 
great surprise at her disappearance.

Mrs. Visoonti surprised thd search- 
ers tonight by reappearing at the 
apartment house. In which she lived 
and which had been under sui velllance 
Miioo Inst night. A deputy scrgeant-at 
arms promptly served a subpoena di- 
recting her to appear before the com- 
mittee tomorrow morning.
